Providing for the completion of the State Capitol. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen* Approprfttr 
Natives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, tion for the 
That the balance of the seat of government fund remaining State Capito?, 
in the Treasury on the ninth day of November last, which is 
estimated by the Comptroller’s report to be seven thou and 
five hundred and forty-three dollars fifty-two and one quarter 
cents, be, and the same is hereby appropriated for the comple¬ 
tion and enclosing the State Capitol, to be drawn from the 
treasury by a warrant from the Comptroller, to be paid out of 
arty money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , Tljfit pjj {fcrAr-ntof ffg v- Seat of Got& 
eminent fund shall be vested in the State Bank, as a revenue ernment fund 
fund, to reimburse the State for any money that may have vestetl ‘ 
been drawn from the treasury for building the State Capitol.

To cootinue in force and amend an act entitled i$ an act to provide for re¬ 
porting* the Decisions of the Supreme Court ’* 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen - 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, R eporte ^ 
That it shall be the duty of the reporter appointed by the Su- duty, 
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preme Court, and such other as they may from time to time 
appoint, to report the decisions of said Court, as they mav 
direct, and to print and publish as many copies thereof as he 
may think proper, not less than five hundred copies, and di¬ 
vided in volumes as the court may direct; which reports shall 
be well bound in calf or sheep skin, and sold to the public at 
large at a price not exceeding one cent per page. 

Sec. 2. And be itfurther enacted , That it shall be the duty 
of said reporter, to deliv er to the Secretary of State, for the 
use of the State, eighty-five copies of all reports by him so 
published and bound, as soon as each volume shall be com¬ 
pleted. 

Sec. 3. And he it further enacted , That the said reporter 
shall be entitled to receive from the Sta e Treasury, for each 
year’s decisions reported, the sum of eight hundred dollars, 
and in proportion to that amount for longer or shorter peri¬ 
ods, to be paid when the proper number of copies shall be 
delivered to the Secretary of State, as required by the second 
section of this act, and upon his certificate of that fact. 

Sec. 4. And belt further enacted f. That all the decisions now 
on file shall be reported in conformity with the provisions of 
thi#%fCr,*Wlth'TW ttV6 ybttT^from this time, and all future deci¬ 
sions within two years after the time when rendered. 

Sec. 5. And be il further enacted , That the first, second, 
fourth and fifth sections of the act, to which this is an amend¬ 
ment, be repealed: Provided , that the said reports shall be dis¬ 
tributed hereafter as is provided in the first section of said act. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted \ That the present reporter 
shall receive the same compensation for reporting the deci¬ 
sions of 1827 and 1828, as is provided by this act

AN ACT 

More effectually to secure the compensation allowed by lavv to jurors 

therein mentioned/ 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened. 
That it shall be the duty of the courts of roads and revenue, 
for the county of Pike, and they are hereby required at the 
term, which by law they are required to levy a county tax, to 
set apart so much of the same, as shall be sufficient to pay the 
jurors of said county each year. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That it shall be the duty 
of the Treasurer of said county , and they are hereby required 
so soon as the said county tax shall have been received by 
them, to hold such amount as shall have been thus set apart as 
a special fund for the purpose in the first section of this act 
expressed. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That the said Treasurer 
is hereby required to attend himself, or by his agent, at the 
court house for said county, the two last days of each term of 
the Circuit Court in said county, and shall from the above, 
specified fund, discharge all certificates issued by the clerk df

the Circuit, Court, to the respective jurors thereof, who may 
be present, and shall also at all other times and places, when 
in possession of funds belonging to the said county, pay and 
discharge the said certificates. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted , That this act shall take 
effect from and after the first day of November 1831.

AN ACT 

To regulate the time of paymeni for hods sold by the State of Alabama at 
the Laud Office in Courih od. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened ’, 
That no forfeiture of title to land, by reason of non payment, 
shall be taken by the Register of the Land Office at Courtland, 
before the first day of May next ensuing the date, on which 
any of such payments may become due and payable, according 
to the original terms of purchase: Provided , that this act shall 
not extend to any payments which may fall due after the first 
day of May, and before the first day of September : And pro¬ 
vided further , that all the different payments shall bear interest 
at the rate of six per cent per annum until paid. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That the said Register 
shall, after the said first day of May, proceed to advertise and 
sell any lands upon which payments have not been made, ac¬ 
cording to the provisions of an act entitled “an act to enable 
the State of Alabama to sell and dispose of certain lands 
therein named.” 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That this act shall be in 

force from and after the passage thereof.

AN ACT 

Relating to the acknowledgement of Deeds and relinquishment of Dower. 

Whereas, doubts have arisen whether the act, entitled “an 
act to authorize deeds ofconveyance to be acknowledged and 
rights of dower to be relinquished before clerks of Courts,” 
passed November 21, 1818, authorizes cletks of the Circuit 
Courts of the several counties of this State to exercise the 
powers therein given to clerks of the Superior Courts: 

Section 1. Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and House 
tf Representatives of the State f Alabama in General Assembly 
convened\ That from and after the passage of this act, the 
clerks of the Circuit Courts of the several counties of this 
State may, and they are hereby authorized to take and certify 
the acknowledgement or proofs of deeds and relinquishments 
of dower, whether the lands, tenements, or hereditaments 
therein expressed, be situated in the sa d county or elsewhere, 
in this State ; which said acknowledgement or proof of deeds 
and relinquishment of dower, shall have the same construc¬ 
tion and effect, and be as good and available in law, as if such 
acknowledgement or proof and relinquishment of dower had 
been made before a judge of the Circuit or County Court, a

Sec. 3 And be it further enacted\ That all acknowledge¬ 
ments of deeds or proof of deeds of conveyance of real estate 
and relinquishments of dower, which have been heretofore 
made before any clerk of any one of the Circuit Courts of this 
State, or any notary public, duly commissioned within the 
same, are hereby legalized and made valid, to all intents and:

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen - Time for re- 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , ^eds^xteii^ 
T hat it shall be legal for any person or persons who have 
failed to have deeds which are required to be recorded, regis¬ 
tered according to law, to have the same recorded at any time 
within eighteen months from the passage of this law; and all 
deeds which have been recorded or shall hereafter he record¬ 
ed, after the time limited by law, shall be considered and 
taken in law and equity as valid and effective from the time of 
their registration, provided that registration as herein allowed nights ofere- 
shall not affect the rights of creditors and purchasers, which ditors and 
have or shall have vested in law or equity previous to such ^^ itsers 
registration.

be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2 And be it further enacted\ That it shall be the duty 
of the Judge of the County Court and commissioners of roads 
and revenue of Autauga county, to sell and dispose of all pro¬ 
perty both real and personal that may have been purchased by 
virtue of the above recited act, on such terms as they may 
think will best comport with the public good. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That the Judge of the 
County Court is hereby authorized to execute titles to said 
property, which shall be good and valid to all intents and 
purposes. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted , That so much of the se¬ 
cond section of an act originally passed in 1803, and re-enact¬ 
ed with amendments on the tenth of February 1807, as au¬ 
thorizes the overseers of the poor, each in bis respective dis¬ 
trict, to procure houses for paupers, be, and the same is here¬ 
by repealed, so far as the same relates to the county of Au¬ 
tauga. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted , That it shall be the duty 
of the judge of the County Court, and commissioners of roads 
and revenue, to cause the paupers of Autauga county to be

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , 
That said Randle Jackson be, and he is hereby authorized to 
sell a certain neg'ro man named Stephen, the property of his

MEMORIAL 

Of General As omh y of (be Stale of Alabama. 

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States , 
in Congress Assembled. 

Your memorialists respectfully represent, that among the settlers in the 
State of Alabama, were a large class of citizens who purchased lands of 
the United States, at the public sales in the years 1818 and 1819, at the 
then extravagant prices at which they were selling, and settled upon and 
have continued to cultivate a portion of them ever since Shortly after 
those sales took place, cotton, the staple commodity of (lie country, fell 
greatly in value, which produced a corresponding depreciation in the va¬ 
lue of land. So great was the distress produced by this state of things,- 
that; Congress, at its session of 1 820, passed a law for the relief of purchas¬ 
ers of public lands, giving them the tight to relinquish a part, and apply 
the payments made thereon to other parts retained, and to pay the resi¬ 
due of the debt due the government .at a discount of thirty-seven and 
one half per cent, or to take a further credit of six or eight years, (with¬ 
out interest,) according to the instalments paid. 

The class of purchasers to whom your memorialists allude, believing 
that the terms then proposed were the best that ever would be offered by 
the government, and being desirous of securing their homes, adopted the 
second altei native, and paid the whole price of the land they retained by 
relinquishment, or in money at the discount. Since that period. Con- 
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gress lias continued to extend the time of payment to those who took fur¬ 
ther credit, until the last session of Congress, when a law passed giving 
to those who had paid three dollars and fifty cents an acre on their land, 
a patent without further payment, which embraced all lands, the original 
price of which was fourteen dollars and upwards an acre ; and for all lands 
below that price, otoe dollar and twenty-five cents, or less, in addition to 
the sum already paid. Other classes of purchasers, who had paid one 
twentieth, or one-fourth of the purchase money, and suffered the land 
purchased to revert to the United States, have also been relieved by a law 
of Congress authorizing script to issue for the amount paid by them, and 
forfeited to the government. Thus, as it is shewn to your honorable bo¬ 
dy, this class of purchasers of land in this State, are left wholly without 
relief. Nothing is more common than to see two settlers in the same 
neighborhood, occupying lands of equal value, and which cost the same 
price at the sale, one of whom has paid the government twenty dollars 
an acre,, and the other only five, and so in proportion to the various pri¬ 
ces at which the land sold. 

It is the duty of all good governments, and particularly of ours, which 
is based upon the just principles of equal rights and equal privileges, to 
hold out every incentive to good faith and punctuality among its citizens ; 
but in the case before us, punctuality and good faith, instead of being re¬ 
warded as a virtue, has, by the operation of these laws, actually been pun¬ 
ished as a vice. Your memorialists cannot believe that this discrepancy 
in your laws, and great injustice in their operation, could have been in¬ 
tended by Congress; but that it is the result of accidental circumstances,, 
and from inadvertence. A view of all the laws to which we have refer¬ 
red, will show that the statements made are incontrovertably true. 

Your memorialists therefore pray, that a law may be passed, placing 
this class of purchasers upon an equal footing with others who have re¬ 
ceived such ample and generous relief; and that the treasury- may not be 
burthened by 7 having to refund this money, your memorialists will be sa¬ 
tisfied for this class of purchasers to be put upon the same footing with 
those who permitted the lands they had purchased to revert to the go¬ 
vernment, by granting them script, receivable in pay ment for other lands 
which may hereafter be sold by the government. 

And y r our memorialists would further represent to your honorable 
body, that much of the public lands of this State, on which individuals 
are settled, have once been surveyed, but no return of which has ever 
been made to the land office ; that bv the construction given to the act of 
Congress of 29th of May last, granting pre-emption rights to settlers 
cn public lands, by the Commissioner^)? the General Land Office, the 
above class of citizens are deprived of the benefits contemplated by said 
act, and which your memorialists are constrained to believe was intend¬ 
ed to extend equally to them. To remedy this evil, your memorialists 
would respectfully 7 request your honorable body to pass a law extending 
the benefits above asked for; and as in duty bound, your memorialists will 
ever pray. See. 

Resolved, That our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Re¬ 
presentatives requested, to use their utmost endeavors to carry into effect 
the measures referred to in the foregoing Memorial; and that the Go¬ 
vernor be requested to furnish our delegation in Congress with copies of 
the same.

That the transportation 
of the 'mail on Sunday is of vital importance to the wclfaie and prosperi¬ 
ty of the Union ; and that its suspension on that day would be a violation 
of the spirit of the Constitution, and be repugnant to the principles of a 
free government. 

Be it further resolved , That the sentiments expressed in the report of-the 
committee at the last session of Congress, in opposition to the suspension 
of the mail on Sunday, is entitled to the highest consideration of the 
friends of the Constitution, and every lov er of civil and political freedom. 

And be it further resolved. That our Senators in Congress be instructed, 
and our Representatives requested to use their exertions in opposition 

to any measure that may tend to retard the transportation of the mail.

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State oj Ala¬ 
bama in General Assembly convened , That hereafter it shall be the duty ot 
the Secretary of State, at the time that he may distiibute the acts and 
journals of the General Assembly, to distribute the ac.s ot the Congress 
of the United States, which may be in his office, among the several coun¬ 
ties of this State, according to the ratio by which the acts and journals ot 
the General Assembly are distributed : Provided , that each-county shall 
lie entitled to at least one copy, which shall be retained in the office o t e 
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clerk of the County Court, for the use of the county; and that at least ten 
copies shall be retained in the office of the Secretary of State.

MEMORIAL 

To the Oonares* of 'he 1 fn t.. t st )ti>, in *-e’ati *n (o public lands. 

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States 4 lm ric ( in Congress Assembled , 

The memorial of the General Assembly of the State of Alabama re¬ 
spectfully sheweth, that bv the operations of the act of the 29th May 
1830, entitled an act to grant pre-emption rights to the settlers on public 
lands, many of the meritorious citizens who had settled on the public 
lands in this State, have been excluded from participating in its benefits. 
Bv the second section of this act, only two persons who had settled upon 
the same quarter section of land, are entitled to the right of pre-emption, 
and no provisions made for other persons who may have settled upon the 
same. A number of cases have occurred where persons have settled on 
public lands long anterior to the year 1829, and when they had not been 
surveyed, so that it was impossible to determine whether more than two 
would be embraced in the same quarter section. Those persons equally 
meritorious with any other description of settlers, have been compelled 
to give up their improvements without any equivalent ; and are entirely 
excluded from all participation in the munificence and liberality designed 
by the General Government, while others who happened to cultivate in 
the year 1829 are not so excluded. Your memorialists therefore be¬ 
lieve, that in justice these individuals ought to be provided for; they hum¬ 
bly desire and request that Congress will pass an act allowing them the 
right to enter other lands in lieu of those on which they had settled. 
Your memorialists would further represent, that a large and respectable 
portion of the inhabitants upon the public lands, and particularly those 
who were on valuable lands, sold out their claims when said lands were 
advertised for sale, for fear that they would be unable to purchase, and 
settled upon lands less valuable, previous to the passage of the act grant¬ 
ing pre-emption privileges ; and now both seller and buyer of such claims 
are barred from the advantages of said act. Cases of this kind your me¬ 
morialists believe to be extremely hard, when they feel assured that it was 
the intention of the General Government to aid and assist all the honest 
citizens of this State in the acquisition of homes, who had located them¬ 
selves upon the public lands. 

Your memorialists further represent, that in many instances persons 
who had made settlements before the year 1829 had rented or leased 
portions of their improvements to recent emigrants or settlers, with a 
motive to afford them facilities to make permanent locations in the coun¬ 
try ; and by the construction given by the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, the pre-emption right is given to the lessee. 

Your memorialists further represent, that it is frequently the case, that 
persons have settled on fractional quarter sections, when such fractional 
quarter sections do not contain much more than half the quantity of a full 
qu >rrer section. It is also not uncommon for persons to settle on frac¬ 
tions which do not contain near one hundred and sixty acres. Those per¬ 
sons seem not to be provided for. Your memorialists would further re- 
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present, that when persons had happened to rent out their improvements, 
in the first of the year 1830, by such renting they were not in the actual 
possession at the passage of the aforesaid act. They have been denied 
by the register the privilege of pre-emption right. This construction 
and practice of the officers of the Land Office, your memorialists believe 
to be contrary to the meaning of the act of Congress. 

Your memorialists would further represent, that there still remains in 
this State a quantity of lands which will not be disposed of by any of 
the sales which have been ordered during the pr esent year ; and also, a 
considerable quantity which have not yet been surveyed, on which nu¬ 
merous settlements ha\e been made by enterprizing and industrious citi¬ 
zens, who, it is desired, may be protected from the avarice and schemes 
of a hoard of speculators who still infest the country, by being permitted 
to enter their homes at the price fixed by the General Government. 

Your memorialists further represent, fur the consideration of your 
honorable body, that there are many valuable and worthy citizens of Ala¬ 
bama who have relinquished their homes on account of their not being 
able to pay the government the price now required by law; and unless 
some relief be granted them, their homes will be forfeited by the act of: 
last. Congress. They would therefore respectfully ask your honorable 
body to permit such of those who have relinquished as much as two 
quarter sections or less, to re-enter the same amount, or a less quantity, 
in any legal subdivision: Provided , in all cases, such persons have re¬ 
tained possession of the same, at seventy-five cents per acre. 

Your memorialists would further represent, that at the sales of public 
lands, upon which relief has been extended to the purchasers of high 
priced lands, the poor lands invariably sold at a price as much above the 
true value thereof as the most valuable lands in the country. The wealthy 
portion of our citizens generally purchased the rich lands ; and those 
who purchased at the price of fourteen dollars and upwards per acre, have 
been allowed a patent for the sum already paid, while those who purchas¬ 
ed at a less price have yet to pay the government a large amount of mo¬ 
ney before they can become freeholders. Many of them are entirely una¬ 
ble to do so, when, in fact, they have paid as much for their lands, agreea¬ 
ble to the quality of soil and intrinsic value, as those who purchased at 
fourteen dollars and upwards per acre; and further, vour memorialists 
cannot see why the particular number fourteen” should be the standard 
for fixing the price at which patents shall be granted, in preference to any 
other number. Your memorialists can, with safety, represent to your 
honorable body, that it is frequently the case, that lands ha\ e been sold 
from five to ten dollars per acre, and have since been forfeited, which 
would not now -sell for the minimum price, if put up at auction. Under 
circumstances of this kind, your memorialists would humbly request of 
your honorable body, that all holders of certificates should have patents 
granted them. 

Your memorialists would further represent, for the consideration of 
your honorable body, the propriety of graduating the price of public 
lands, which have heretofore been offered as follows: say all lands which 
have been offered, and would not sell for the minimum price twelve 
months thereafter, should be subject to entry at seventy-five cents per 
apre; two years thereafter, at fifty cents per acre ; and so on, in propor*. 



tion to time, as the wisdom of your honorable body may suggest, 
your memoi ialists woul 1 further suggest to your honorable body, the tex¬ 
pediency of permitting the inhabitants of Alabama to enter the public 
lands, which have heretofore been offered for sale, and not sold at the 
minimum price, by subdividing quarter sections into tracts ot forty acres. 
This last proposition your memorialists believe* to Ire of vital importance 
to a large portion of citizens in d is State. 


Your memorialists cannot close this application to your honorable body 
for relief, without renewing the request, that all persons that have paid 
the purchase money for lands bought by them, and paid for without the 
deduction of ihh'tv-scven and a half per cent on the sum paid, may be 
allowed the amount overpaid in script, which shall be receivable in any 
of the land offices in this State. And your memorialists would further 
represent, that in this State there are a large number of individuals wholly 
Unable to purchase over forty acres of land at the minimum price; the ne¬ 
cessary consequence of which is, that such individuals are settled on the 
poorest kind of land, which, not affording sufficient inducements for any 
one to purchase, give to them temporary homes. The continuance of 
this class of individuals in such situation is in opposition to the future 
prosperity of the country, and must doubtless be contrary to that liberal 
policy which should influence all governments. Your memorialists would 
ther* fore suggest to your honorable body, the policy of granting to such 
individuals the right to enter f or ty acres of any land once offered for sale, 
and now liable to entry, without any other expense than the office fees. 

Your memorialists further pray, that the act of Congress passed the 
31st of March, 1830, entitled an act to grant relief to purchasers of pub¬ 
lic lairds, so far as relates to granting script on forfeited land stock, may be 
extended to a longer period, owing to the large number of citizens living 
in remote sections of the country from the land office being unable to 
avail themselves of the relief granted hv the before recited act. 

Your memorialists respectfully submit the several foregoing items of 
relief to the wisdom of vour honorable bodv, and humbly trust that their 
met its will be thoroughly investigated; and in duty bound they will
